_ NOPES-ON BAINAN. | 
The following ‘notes of a visit to Hainan 


fn November last may-be of some interest, 


to commercial men genordlly and to those 
now carrying on the growing trade between 
that island and Hongkong :— ; 
Tuesday evening.—Anchored cif Hoihow 
(more correctly Hai-kao), the seaport town 
of K’iungchow, the capital of Hainan, 
Wednesday,—Went on shore at 6 a.m.; 
strong N, ts, breeze aud rain-squalla ; ‘it 
beng high ude had no diiliculty tn yetudg 
on snore, bat at low water L have seen the 
water ouly-o few inchein depth, while in 
many places the bed uf the shallows was 
quite dry. There uppears to be only one 
tude in the twenty-four hours, and this wall 
be a considerable obstacle to trade, as boats 
cannot possibly get in or out except at high 
water, especially if they are loaded. The 
distance from’ the landing-place to the 
outside of the shallow is about a mile and 
a hol. At the entrance to the river. there 
are two Chinese ‘forcs which ‘at high water 
took agif they would bo of use, uv at low 


any 


water would be perfectly useleas, their guns 
(if they. have any) -being then quite out 
of range. From all appoarance the river 
has silted up, thus accounting fur its 
shallow entrance which at one time appears 
to have been a auitable harbour fur the 
janks now compelled to anchor outside, 


‘fhe ‘bouts of the place are peculiar; tuey 


are quite flat-bottomed and have a centre 
board fitted at the fore end, while their 
rudders siao can be lowered at will so aa to 
sult the depth of water; they appear to be 
rust, and are managed by two men with 
easo. The avil is of a reddish colour, and 
is composed in'a great measure of red 
sandstone, which being very dry allows but 
little vogetation to grow, except at places 
which have been maoured aud cultivated, 
Che town of dai-kao ia well built and 
thoroughly paved throughout with slabs 
of a peculiarly porous looking stone which 
seems to be a mixture of granite and slate : 
this atone is easily worked and is ‘quarried 
in the immedidte neighbourhooa, while 
most of, the principal. gateways, public 
buildings and graves are composed of it. 
The houses are woll. built of brick and bard 
woud, and are comfortuble, clean ond 
roomy, ‘Che shops, which are remarkably 
clean, are woll stooked with gooda-and have 
an air of prosperity about thom ; the shop- 
people expose their goods to the bess ad» 
vantage, and keep their shops and wares in 


a much better style.and condition than |. . 


can be seen in most placis in Ohina propor, 
The streets are broad and clean, and tho 
whole tuwa appears tobe woll drained. As 
for the population, they aro 4 well- 
formed, well-favoured people, ‘both men 
and women, aud go about with a hap- 
py and “contented oxpression, But 
tow beggars sre to be seen, and those 
only when halt and blind, The conveyance 
commmonly used, fo: people and metchan- 
dise alike, is the. wheel-barrow, which is 
fitted with a saddle, ‘across which the pas- 
senger straddles, with his feet in loops on 
vither aide, like stirrups. 1 did not see 
any women travelling in this way, but 
doubtleas they follow the same rue, side 
saddles being quite unknown to the Obinese 
and the femaie dress rendering such un- 
ueceasaty, ‘ihe ‘xport trade of the place 
consists of tauned  bullock-hides, sugar, 
cassia and pesamum seeds, ond from the 
flourishing state of the na ive shops i should 
eay the Import trade hitherto, carried on in 
junks must be considerable, 
parts of China, the women sometimes 
bandage their feet, though not so neatly as 
their sisters on the waiuland, and those 
are only acen in the towns; the country 
people have natural feet, and in some 
iostancea it ia quite noticeable how ‘neat 
and small they are. A little way outside 
the towa you may see, allday long, quite 
a string of people, m<n and women, bringing 
in the produce of the country; they all 
carry their burden over the shoulder, 
divided into-two equal parts, the women’s 
louds: being somewhat smaller than those ot 
the men, As I have remarked of the 
towns-folk, so with the country people; 
they look contented and prosperous, and 
belug wellmade and even comely are not 
Unpleasing to look upon ; small-pox, how- 
ever, “seems to havo. been rather rife: 
amongat them, for more than half the people 
1 noticed in a day's march. were more or 
joss marked with the effects of that disoane, 
From Hai-kao to: the capital, Kien-chew 
(K'inng-chow), a distance of about. three 
iniles, the round passes throygh a continuous 
grave-yard; the graves hece ate like so 
many tumuli or round knolls, with here 
and there a stone sarcophsgus ; all of them 
have a bead or foot-stone, sometimes .both, 
on which are engraved the name, title, age, 
&e., of the deceased. Kiung-chow in a 
large city, with a well-built stone wall all 
round it. Like Hoihow it is olean and 
well paved ; but although it has numerous 
shops, there ‘appears to be an air of in- 
aotivity about the piace ; the people do not 
seom to be so autive, and one feels a certain 
depression while passing thrvugh its aparne~ 
ly-peopied streotq, lt would appear thar 
this torallbappearance once. prosperous city 
was losing its commerca, and that the 
business it oboe enjoyed was passing to ite 
téaport iown. Toe wall is-covered ‘with a 
thick growth-of brambles, ferns and ever- 
greona, Which sven to thrive on little or 
nothing except, euch soil as-is caused by 
decay, and in the joints vf the stones. On 
‘vhe southero. and outer side of the wall I 
noticed lur.a quantities of wild fis; they 
Were green wen 1 saw them, but louked 
quite good and edible had they been a liste 
riper...

| AMERICAN ITEMS. 

Washington, Feb. lat-The House Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor, after o freo- 
interchange of views on the general subject 
yesterday unanimously agroed that it was 
advisable and desirable that: Chinese im- 
migration to this country should be checked, 
or limited in some way. Having made this 
much progress toward a settlement of the 
question, the committee thereupon adopted 
a suggestion of Chairman Goode, and directed 
Messrs. Willis, of Kentucky ond Loring, 
of Mussachusetts, to dratt a resolution for 
consideration by the full. committee at their 
next meeting, which ‘shall in suitable terms 
instruct the President to invite the coopera~ 
tion of the ‘governments of China and Groat 
Britain to prevent the importation of coolie 
labor, and generally to restrict Chinese 
immigration to the United States, This 
action waa distinctly understood to be only 
preliminary to further discussion on the 
subject, aud when the resolution is submitted 
for consideration the question will arise 
whether the committee should not recommend 
the enactment of restrictive legislation by 
Congress, independently of the slow pro- 
greus and doubtful results of diplomatic. 
negotiations. 

Washington, Feb. 5th.—Tho bill intro- 
duoed in the Senate by stat proposes to 
incorporate the ‘‘ National Pacific Hailroad 
and ‘Telegraph Company,” with a capital 
of $35,000,000, to construct railroad and 
telegraph lines from Cheyenne via Fort 
Laramie to. Deadwood, and from Fort 
Laramie via Yellowstone to Helena, Mon- 
tana, and thence to the Pacific ocean on the 
coast of Washington Territory. The bill 
grants the right of way an 
timber and other materials. from public 
Jnnds; olso the right to issue mortgage bonds 
to the extent of $26,000 per mile, secured 
by property of the company, and exempta 
its property from any and all toxation for 
ten years after the completion of the line, 
‘The work,of construction is to be commenced 
within one year and be prosecuted at the 
rate of fifty miles per year until the main 
line reaches Helena.
